DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 1/26/2010 with respect to claims 1-8 is 
acknowledged. 

Applicant's arguments, filed on 1/26/2010, with respect to the rejection(s) of 
claim(s) 1 and 2 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection of said claims has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 3-8 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for measuring a surface Plasmon resonance, 
comprising: detecting a phosphorylated peptide in a subject sample and judging 
whether a peptide in the subject sample is phosphorylated or not, wherein, 
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a subject sample is added to a side having the substituent groups (I) in the noble metal 
compound, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to claim 2, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for measuring a surface Plasmon resonance, 
comprising: adding a noble metal compound having substituents of formula (I) on a 
surface thereof to a subject sample, and using Raman spectroscopy, and judging 
whether a peptide in the subject sample is phosphorlyated or not, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the claim.
